Browning will confer with the 
president here Thursday on his 
proposal. 
"As I look at It," McKellar 
added, "it is the power companies 
proposal coming this way after 
they have been defeated by the 
courts." 
Questioned by reporters the sen- 
ator said he was not opposed to 
all purchase plans. "If the TVA 
wants to purchase these proper- 
ties I have no objection and will 
co-operate with them," he said. 
"Gov. 
Browning 
and 
Senator 
Berry are going to have the 
strongest kind of political oppo- 
sition in the state and they are 
simply trying to cook up a plan 
that will win them some support" 


Renew* Antl-Lynch Attack.

GOOD ONE, SAYS 


CHARLESDIENST 


Deputy State Superintendent 


Tells County Heads to ' 


Comply With It. 


Charles F. Dienst, deputy state 


superintendent of public instruc- 
tion, 
urged 
Nebraska 
county 


superintendents at their conven- 
tion here Tuesday to comply with 
the new county budgeting law be- 
cause, "The county budget law of- 
fers us opportunity to-help make 
improvements in our government 
even as we serve in the cause most 
vital to its endurance—the cause 
of citizenship." 
He said he understood the law 
was "causing a stir in many de- 
partments of county government" 
and added he was interested only 
in compliance with 
it, 
not 
in 
definition of its technical terms. 
"The business of the schools is the 
support of government. 
We are 
training youth for citizenship. We 
owe to youth, above all else, the 
example of 
obedience 
to law." 
Dienst pointed out 42 affirmative 
votes were cast for the budgeting 
bill by the unicameral legislature 
with one member not voting. "This 
unanimity of agreement expresses 
the need for the legislation under 
consideration. Our part is to co- 
operate wholeheartedly in its ob- 
servance." 
Dienst gave provisions and pen- 


alties of the law as applied to 
county superintendents. He said a 
summary of needs such as was 
filed by 
County Superintendent 


Lulu B. Day of Beatrice of Gage 
county will satisfy requirements of 
the law. He said the needs of the 
county superintendent of 
Gage 


were set forth as follows:

High reading here Monday was 
31 and maximum 
temperatures 
across the state ranged from 5 
to 10 degrees below freezing as 
high winds pushed the cold air 
into Nebraska. Traces of precipi- 
tation were reported 
at various 


points thruout the state. 
The wind continued to exceed 


30 miles an hour at times, here 
during the night and blew in a 
plate glass window on an O street 
store between 9th and 10th about 
10:30 p. m. 
An inch and a half of snow, 


swirled before a high wind fell in 
northern Nebraska Monday eve- 
ning. 
Elsewhere thruout 
the state 


only flurries of snow fell, but a 
high wind kicked up dust clouds 
in central and eastern sections. 


The center^ of Monday!**. sno.w 
storm appeared to be at O'Neil', 
where an estimated inch and a 
half fell.

New England's snow vanished 


rapidly under persistent rains and 
temperaturs in the 50's. A cold 
wave was expected to end any 
flood threat there, altho schools in 
some sections were closed because 
of the inclemnncy.

ceipts for their 1937 contributions 
until the latter part of February, 
it was announced by the Nebraska

vision of the department of labor. 
These receipts will be in the form 
of a summary statement. 


Many employers who have paid 
the state in full expect that they 
will receive a receipt for their 
payments before the deadline for 
paying the federal xcise tax, Jan. 
31. This Is not the case, as re- 
ceipts for 1937 contributions will 
not be available until sometime 
later, due to the fact that the de- 
partment must process and clear 
all checks and moneys before re- 
ceipts may be forwarded-. 


An employer who has actually 


paid to the state before Jan. 31, 
however, can take full\ credit for 
the amount of money flfcid to the 
state when making his federal ex- 
cise tax return. An employer who 
has not paid the state by Jan. 31 
will be required to pay both the 
state and federal tax, and will not 
be entitled to credit for his state 
contributions.

Impetigo is a crop or eruption of 


thin walled vesicles or blebs (bul- 
lae) which quickly becomes pustu- 
lar (matterate) and without much 
Inflammatory reaction toon dry to 
loose yellowish scales or scabs 
which appear merely stuck on the 
skin rather than in it, and leaves 
no scar when they heal. It occurs 
chiefly in children, and the lesions 
appear on face, neck, hands and 
other parts of the body. It is quite 
contagious. There is usually little 
itching 
or 
irritation 
associated 


with impetigo. 
Absence 
of ob- 
stinate itching or irritation dis- 
tinguishes the lesions from those 
of sycosis (barber's itch). 
Im- 
petigo is often mistaken 
for 


chickenpox, but chlckenpox is ac- 
companied 
with 
constitutional 


symptoms and an even or sym- 
metrical distribution of the lesions. 
There is no constitutional disturb- 
ance or illness or upset with im- 
petigo. 
Excellent treatment for impetigo 
is 8 percent-ointment of ammoni- 
ated mercury. 
Wipe each lesion 


gently and apply a wee bit of the 
ointment directly to it, not on the 
whole skin surface. Repeat this 
several times a day. Remember, 
impetigo is contagious and may be 
inoculated not only from person to 
person thru ordinary contact but 
also from place to place on the pa- 
tient's own,skin thru careless or 
uncleanly handling.

The occu- 


pant sits almost continuously by 
a little coal stove and allegedly 
encourages the fuel from time to 
time by use of kerosene. The in- 
spector also reported that many

and other -inflammables 


strewn about constitute a fire haz- 
ard.

RELIEF IS ATTACKED 


M. J. Trast Says the Present 


System Needs to Be 


Overhauled. 


An overhauling of the present | 


relief setup, especially the unem- ! 
ployed relief, waa called for in the 
47th annual report of M. J. Trast, 
general secretary of the Lincoln 
Social Welfare society, presented 
to the organization Monday night. 


"We deplore the present treat- 


ment tha,t is afforded our unem- 
ployed," Trast told approximately 
60 society members at a meeting 
in the Y. W. C. A. "The commu- 
nity should beware of becoming 
hardened to the needs of these in- 
dividual families. 
We need our 


system of relief dsitribution over- 
hauled." 


Prof. E. S. Fullbrook, president 


of the society, who was in charge 
of the meeting, took a stand simi- 
lar to Trast's in his printed annual 
report. 
He declared : "It should 


be clearly understood at this time 
that private agencies cannot carry 
the toad -of unemployment relief. 
This is a public responsibility and 
must be carried by the 
public 


agencies. It is not 
so clearly 


understood, however, that the large 
majority of men and women apply- 
ing for relief are self respecting 
citizens who have pride, who are 
honest, who love their children and 
who crave the security that conies 
with a satisfying job." 
Trast's report, however, com- 


mended the state board of , con- 
trol's divisions of assistance and 
child welfare. "The state has gone 
a long way in matters of welfare," 
the statement said. 
Feature of the session, never- 


theless, was a discussion of an ac- 
tual family situation before the 
audience by case workers, a psy- 
chiatrist and a physician.

Gerry, the society's case work con- 
sultant, directed the presentation 
of the case. 
The others taking 
part were: Elizabeth Rowan, a 
case worker; Dr. Richard Richie, 
a board of control psychiatrist ;

140 WORSHIPPERS OF 


HORSE-GOD ARE KILLED 


5 Brazilian Police Also Die in 


Battle With 'Rebellious 


Religious Cultists. 


RECIFE. Brazil. (.11. Pcrnam- 


buco state officials Monday night 
disclosed 140 members of a re- 
bellious religious sect, worshippers 
of the horse-god Trancellm. had 
been killed in a backwoods battle 
with Brazilian police. Five police- 
men were killed and ten wounded 
in the fighting which occurred in 
a remote section of Habia state. 


Details of the battle were told 


in dispatches from Capt. Optato 
Queroz. commander of a military 
police 
detachment 
operating 


against the sect headed by Jose 
Lourenco, prophet of the now- 
dead horse-god. 


A punitive expedition was sent 


against the strange religious cult 
last autumn when political leaders 
began to fear the growing power 
of Lourenco and his equine god. 
The horse, to the horror of cult 
members, was captured by polic« 
in a raid orf a meeting last Sep- 
tember, but in custody Trancelim 
refused fodder, wasted away and 
died.

The largest percentage in- 
creases over last year were in the 
vestern corn belt, where drouth 
curtailed feeding in 1936.

mreau reported the increase for 
he western corn belt as n whole 
was about 19 percent, with South 
Dakota and Nebraska showing the 
largest advances.

McCarl said the present condi- 
tion is much more precarious than 
at the depth of the depression in 
1931-32. Major problems of 1932 
are not only still unsolved, he sa'd, 
but have been made more diff»- 
cult by problems since created. 
"Even worse," he continued, "we 
are far less prepared to make an 
effective and co-operative 'fight. 
We are weaker, woefully so, not 
only financially, but in unity.

WE HAVE been watching with 


great interest some modernizing 
and improvement jobs done with 
«aae and with little outlay of 
money. Much of the work was 
clone solely by shifting furniture 
around, freshening up a bit, and 
using different lighting and lamps. 
In one room a big, comfy chair, 


obviously the ideal spot to sit and 
read, failed in its purpose because 
there was a poor little lamp on the 
table next to it. So a nice, new, 
efficient lamp was provided for 
reading, and the little lamp was 
removed to the desk in the dim op- 
posite corner.

The final stroke ot lighting mod- 
ernization came with the ceiling 
fixture.

The 
result was a smooth, indirect light- 
Ing at a small cost, and the com- 
pleted room became cheerful and 
more up-to-date.

Improving Dinette 
There's a way to make the break- 


fast nook or dinette more individ- 
ual and cozy. In many homes the 
dinette is part of the kitchen, and 
it becomes difficult to make it a 
separate, distinctive section. Usu- 
ally the lighting fixture above the 
table hugs the ceiling and gives a 
far-away feeling and a dreary look 
to the little dining spot.

GOOD SUPPER DI'SH 


By ALICE LYNN BARRY 


WE LIKE these recipes, and we 


think you will enjoy them, too, for 
they are all novel, some of them old 
recipes revamped and considerably 
mproved. 


There is this nice way of serv- 


ing stuffed mushrooms, for in- 
stance, an excellent . supper or 
uncheon dish. Take half-pound of 
mushrooms and finely chop six of 
:hem, leaving the others whole, 
only peeling them. Put the chopped 
mushrooms in a saucepan, season 
well, add a little chopped bacon, 


little mixed herbs and, when 
slightly cooked, a well-beaten egg-. 
Stir until well-cooked, then fill the 
whole mushrooms—from which the 
stalks have been removed—with 
the mixture. Cover with bread 
crumbs and dabs of butter and 
brown in the oven. Serve with a 
jood brown gravy or onion sauce. 


Hot potato salad will give an ex- 
tra lift to a plate of cold meat. It 
is easy to make, yet good enough 
to set before the fussiest cater. Boil 
some potatoes.in their skins. Put 
white vinegar, chopped raw onion, 
butter, pepper and salt in a sauce- 
pan and mix well. Peel and slice 
the potatoes, add to the other in- 
gredients and get thoroughly hot. 


For Chop Addicts 


Pork chop addicts will enjoy 


new way of serving their favorite 
food. Allow one pork chop, a small 
apple, an onion and two potatoes 
for each serving. Make layers, 
sprinkling each one with salt and 
pepper and a litUe powdered sage, 
finishing with potatoes. Fill three- 
quarters full with water or stock 
and bake for three hours.

make a hit. Cook four ounces 
grated cheese in three-quarters 
pint milk until melted, then pour

Fry a chopped onion, a sliced 
apple and a peeled tomato in a little 
mtter until brown and add a slice 
f bread soaked in a cup of milk, 
a pinch of sugar, a heaped table- 
spoon of curry powder and the 
•minced meat. Mix well, pour into 
muttered dish and bake to a golden 
jrown. Boiled rice should be served 
with this dish. 
Boiled fish cakes—now there's a 


dish that sounds, and is, unusual. 
But It's good! Fry a small chopped 
onion in an ounce of butter with a 
jood tablespoon of chopped ham 01 
sacon. Add an ounce of flour, mix 
and moisten with one-quarter pint 
of milk. Cook together for a few 
minutes, then take off the fire anc 
stir in a beaten egg and one-half 
?ound of finely-flaked boiled fish 
When the mixture is cool, shape it 
into little cakes and poach in boil- 
.ng fish stock for five minutes or 
so. Serve with a shrimp sauce.

MARGARETT, ONE of those ex-

I told her so, and laughed again.

There was no doubt that Mar- 
garet meant what she said and 
knew what she was saying. It was 
certain, too, that Margaret had not 
been a timid child, that she had 
always been possessed of more con- 
fidence than the average little one. 
Margaret exemplifies the fact 
that small children, even the most 
apparently confident small children, 
find the average' grownup rather 
an alarming giant, altogether too 
strong and powerful and loud- 
voiced for comfort. • 
It takes long familiarity—and 


even that often does not do It—or 
an unusual personality, tact, under- 
standing on the part of the adult, 
entirely to dispel that fear, that 
distrust. 
"But isn't it rather a good thing 


for children to be just a little afraid 
of their parents?" you ask. "Does 
.t not make discipline easier?" 


Confidence Suffers 


It does make Immediate disci- 


pline easier—sometimes. But con- 
fidence suffers, 00 the relationship 
suffers at the root. 
Sometimes 


some children, upon certain occa- 
sions, can be handled .effectively 
through fear. But the parent who 
exercises the most influence over a 
period of time is the one in whom 
the child has confidence. And nat- 
urally, no child gives confidence to 
a parent who is feared. 
I am one of those who are in- 


clined to feel that fear Is at the 
root of most, If not all, evil; that 
child should never be given reason 
to be afraid of his parents or, If 
possible, of any grownup. That, of 
course, doesn't mean that he should 
not respect his parents—something 
very different.

NOBODY DOUBTS the value Of 


ire-natal care. Wide publicity has 
jeen given, not only to the need, 
iut to the supreme importance of 
his care. 
Yet, many expectant 


nothers overlook it, even though 
icglect in this matter continues to 
ead to serious trouble. 
I wish every mother could be 


veil nourished and in possession of 
good health ao that she might be 
irepared to stand the stress and 
train of childbirth. But this is not 
always the case and, unfortunately, 


not always possible. 
The health of the 
expectant 


Tiother is often abused during 
pregnancy because she has not re- 
:eived medical instruction. It may 
be merely a question of diet. For 
xample, many expectant mothers 
itlll believe that "eating for two" 
s necessary. Modern science dis- 
.pproves of this old-fashioned prac- 
tice. 


.Proper Foods 


It is essential that the mother 
eat foods which are rich in vita- 
ulna and minerals. Thii diet can 
only be obtained by the selection of 
a proper assortment of foods. Just 
what she should take ought to be 
outlined by the doctor, and the 
menu varies in different cases. 


Many expectant mothers dread 


childbirth. They are to be pitied, 
and somehow they must learn they 
lave been misled by weird and fan- 
tastic stories. 
Sometimes their 


fears keep them, from consulting 
with a doctor; they dread the pos- 
sibility of being told a "difficult 
time" awaits them. 
Much of this worry, most of It, 


indeed, is quite unnecessary. 
In 
the great majority of instances, ap- 
prehension and fear are uncalled 
for and really foolish. 


Recent statistics, accumulated 


from the records of many hospitals, 
show that the majority of compli- 
cations which have actually been, 
met in childbirth could have been 
prevented if proper pre-natal care 
tiad been obtained. 


No Definite Rules 


No definite rules can be set down 


for the expectant mother. Her diet 
and activity make up an individual 
problem. It can b<? solved in each 
case by the attending physician, 
but not until he has taken into con- 
sideration the height, weight and 
general health of the patient. What 
may be good for one person may be 
harmful for another. In any event, 
pre-natal care should begin as early 
as possible. 
Periodic visits to the doctor 


mean safeguarding against certain 
pitfalls. 
The blood pressure and 


heart will be carefully watched and 
excessive strain guarded against. 
The size of the pelvis and any ob- 
structions to easy delivery will be 
determined. The state of the kid- 
neys can be discovered by repeated 
examinations of the urine and these 
organs protected against damage. 
All of these tests are of vital im- 
portance to the welfare of the ex- 
pectant mother and of the little 
stranger on the, way to her arms.

prohibition into practice.

iiave done so only in small sections 
of some provinces, notably in the 
Ealem district of Madras, ' con- 
trolled by the congress party. Im- 
mediately they ran into bootleg- 
ging, and .some officials discoverec 
evidence the natives were prepared 
to go into illicit distilling and rum 
running on a major scale once pro- 
hibition became universal. 
But religion is where the graves;

Moslem 
and 
Hindu 
populatior 
doesn't drink, as a rule, and it sup 
ports the government's dry law 
plan. But Christians recently re 
belled against a phase of the pro 
hibition law, casting aside their 
pledge to support temperance. 
Madras and central provinces 
legislation seeks to compel al 
clergymen and priests to obtain li 
censes to possess wine for com 
munion services.

ICC Examiner Proposes Re- 


duced Capitalization. 


WASHINGTON. '/T). An Inter- 
state commerce commission exam- 
iner recommended reorganization 
of the Chicago Great Western 
Railroad company with a capitali- 
zation of about $62,000.000, more 
than $76,000,000 under its present 
capitalization. 
Examiner Homer H. Kirby pro- 
posed that common stockholders 
be wiped out in the reorganization. 
Kirby's 
capitalization

mendation followed suggestions by 
the railroad's management and a 
bondholders protective committee. 
TUe examiner adopted some other 
recommendations from each plan, 
arid suggested some of his own. 
The railroad filed bankruptcy 


proceedings in -February, 1935. 
The examiner's plan calls for 
total fixed and contingent require- 
ments of $1,702,135 annually. He 
estimated this would leave avail- 
able for dividends about $1,000,000.

Started With Robbery. 


At first, police say, the ring in- 
:ended to go no farther than rob- 
bery, trying to lure victims thru 
advertisements asking for maids 
or offering business propositions. 
They also frequented Paris hotels 
arid bars, 
striking 
up acquain- 
tances. The first to die was Jean 
de Koven, American dancer, who 
went to the villa at Wetdmann's 
nvitatlon July 23, was strangled to 
death and robbed. In quick suc- 
cession followed Joseph 
Couffy, 
taxi driver, Janlne Keller, maid, 
Roger Leblond, advertising man, 
Frommer and Raymond Lesobre, 
•eal estate agent. 
The police believe Weidmann 
started 
killing- 
on an - impulse,. 


Blunged farther and farther until 
i calling card left at the home of 
last victim, gave a clue to th« 
tragic villa. The six slayings pro- 
duced about $1,300 in cash. 
Weidmann first confessed to all 
the crimes, but later said Million 
killed Leblond under his guidance 
and helped him slay Janine Keller. 
Million has admitted knowledge of 
some of the crimes, but has In- 
sisted he took no part' in them. 
Colette Tricot has 
acknowledged 


receiving stolen goods, but has 
protested she did not know it was 
dead women's property. Blanc has 
not been connected directly witti 
the killings. 
Mounting charges of murder and 


•obbery against Weidmann, com- 
plicity in murder against Million 
and Colette and sheltering crimi- 
nals against Blanc are piling up 
in preparation for the trial. 


Already in Death Cell. 


Weidmann is occupying cell No. 


3, on the ground floor near the 
guards' box of the Sainte Pierre 
prison at Versailles—the same ce\l 
that held Landru. . It Is the cell 
usually reserved 
for 
criminals 
condemned to death. Weidmann 
has two cell mates, sentenced for 
robbery, stationed there to cry out 
if he attempts to take his own 
life. There are about 30 other 
cells, 4 guards always on duty. 
Weidmann, however, is waiting for 
his trial with the same calm that 
marked his confessions of the slay- 
ings. 
HR has started to grow a 


fringe of curly brown beard, and 
has spent his spare time writing 
memoirs. 
If he is convicted, he 
has not far to go to his death. 


The place for the guillotine is 


on the paving stones just in front 
of the yellow stained wood gates 
of the prison, in the place Louis 
Barthou, faced by the gray stone 
prison and courthouse on one sid« 
and the prefecture of police on the 
other, 300 yards from the Chateau 
of Versailles.
